REFLECTS 


Piecemeal planning 


This week’s Gazette carries a rather lengthy report on 
the discussion Monday evening at the public hearing on 
a proposed hotel on Ball avenue, 


The issues involved can have far-reaching implications 
on future development, and it would be well for all 
residents to do some hard thinking on the kind of town 
they want St, Albert to become. 


Firstly it should be remembered that St, Albert is near- 
ing the point where it will be in the driver's seat for 
attracting commercial-retail firms, The fact of the 
university to come greatly reinforces this position, As 
the town’s concentration of consumers increases, bus- 
iness will seek out the consumer dollars, 


Therefore immediate advantage should not at any time 
be allowed to jeopardize ultimate maximum advantage 
to residents, 


Should council pass third reading of this bylaw allowing 
a very large hotel on Ball Avenue, they would be sacrif- 
icing sound planning of a large area to a small imme- 
diate objective - the taxes which could be levied on St. 
Albert Hotel 1971. 


Incidentally « is this firm so certain that council will 
rezone lot 9 for their parking requirements, that this 
name has been registered prior to third reading? If 
SO - why? 


While five of the council members appeared to brush 
off the comments of their planner, John Woodroffe, 
the Ball estate property owners did not, And we suspect 
a good many St, Albert residents would be in agreement 
with the planner, 


Mr. Woodroffe made clear his strong conviction that the 
proposed hotel development would be contrary to the 
sound planning approved by council in 1966-67 for the Ball 
estate area. Under this type of piece-meal zoning, council 
will in effect lose control of the planning. The future of 
the whole area must be re-planned if the hotel goes, he 
said, and he clearly foresaw many difficult problems 
ahead for the area, 


His view that St, Albert would be better served by two 
or three small hotels, of apub-like, neighborhood gather- 
ing centre, we feel is in tune with the needs and wishes 
of residents, A big, noisy, traffic jamming hotel, with 
over-size bar, has, we feel, no place in this community. 


And some added tax relief now is not worth it. Not when 
our population growth ensures commercial development 
that will give us the needed {mprovement in tax base, 


The tax gain would be offset by several factors anyway. 
Traffic control, road improvements and extra policing 
will all cost taxpayers money and these measures will 
have to be taken quickly following the hotel, rather than 
on a gradual plan, 


Let us not make a mistake we will always regret, At the 
very least the public should insist that parking for an 
eventual 84-room hotel can be purchased by the developer 
on property already zoned for commercial use, In other 
words tell St. Albert Hotel 1971 to either pay this price 
or go elsewhere, St. Albert doesn't need this type of hotel 
in the first place,

It is to Se hoped that the 4-H regional councils will be 
successful in their current efforts to have 4-H work

Mr, Rick Andrews informed the Sturgeon District 
Council at their meeting Jan, 18, that such credits will 
not be obtainable this year, The young people and their 
leaders should continue to press vigorously for action 
on an accredited course, since their work and study are 
deserving of these credits, and possibly more deserving 
than some electives and extra-curricular credit courses 
now available,

I am of the opinion that 
decisions made by govern- 
ment should be those that 
benefit the majority of the 
people, I believe our town 
council endeavors to follow 
this phiosophy. 

As I see it there has been 


one recent exception, Bylaw 
34/70 which was given sec 
ond reading on Feb, 1,1971. 

This bylaw will rezone Lot 
3, Bik 3, Plan 276 KS west 
of Highway 2 on Ball Avenue, 
from RX to C3 allowing 
construction of a parking 
lot to serve a proposed hotel 
on land adjacent to Highway 
2. 

As recently as 1966 our 
town planner was asked by 
council to provide anoverall 
plan of the Ball Estate to 
allow sound, long range 
development of the area, 
This was done, at consider 
able expense I am sure, 
and accepted by council as 
a proper guide to follow. 
This plan allowed commere- 
cial development along 
Highway 2 from Ball Avenue

The Department of Coa- 
sumer ani Corporate Aff- 
airs has announced a major 
step tn providingbetter care 
laballing. It is a system of 
instruction labels on the 
garment itself describing 
how to restore it without 
harming the article. The 
Canadlan Government Spec- 
ificatioas Board has devel- 
oped a system of symols 
to show the best methods 
of washing, bleaching, dry- 
ing, pressing and dry clean- 
ing. These symbols, used 
together, make up the care 
label, Words are not used, 
oaly symo\s. 

The care labelling system 
requires the label to be att- 
ached permanently to ‘the 
garm: it or other textile art- 
icle, It cannot coms off ani 
get lost. It will always be 
there as a reminder of the 
kind of care needed 

The system is based on 
five basic symbols, Each of 
them represents a basic 
care procedure, The five 
symbols are: a WASHTUB 
for washing; a TRIANGLE 
for bleaching; aSQUARE for 
drying; a HAND IRON for 
ironing or pressing; and a 
CIRCLE for dry cleaning. 

Three colors are used to 
show the need for caution. 
The three colors are the 
same as the traffic signal 
colors: RED - stop (pro- 
hibition); AMBER - Caution 
(take care); GREEN - go 
(n> special precautions nee- 
ded), The system assum:¢s 
that people will still use 
cominon sense, 


The five basic sym‘ ols in 
the different colors may also 
show additional information 
For example, if “109° F”’ 
is shown inside an am‘ver 
washtub, this means thatthe 
article is machine washable 
in water at 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit, approximstely 
lukewarm, If 400° F’’ app» 
ears within a green iron, 
this means the item may 
be ironed with a setting of 
400 degrees Fahrenheit or 
the temperature recomm- 
ended for cotton or linen 
An amber square with a 
sinzle horizontal line in it 
means that the article should 
be laid flat to dry. A red 
circle with an “‘X’’ through 
it means do not dry clean 

More than one symbol will 
often be used, For example, 
a label showing a red wash- 
tub with an “X" through it, 
and a green circle, means 
that the article should be 
dry cleaned but not washed, 

The care symbols apply 
to the whole textile pro- 
duct including all compon- 
ents such as trim, zippers, 
belts, buttons and linings. 


The symbols do not des- 
cribe the article's weara- 
bility or performsnce. Thay 
refer only to color fastness

The Department of Coa- 
sumer aid Corporate Aff- 
airs is, in effect, the custo- 
dian of the symbols, It is 
the department’s role to 
promote wide use ofthecare 
labelling system and to 
ensure that it is not mis- 
used. 

The care labelling sys- 
tem is voluntary. Maaifac- 
turers will not be compel- 
led to use it. The system 
will be of great beaefit to 
consum-ts, clothing manu- 
facturers, launderers, dry 
cleaners and retailers, The 
more widely the newsystem 
is alopted, the grea‘er will 
be the benefits, Clothing 
manufacturers obviously 
will choose to use the care 
ladelling scheme {fcoasum- 
ers and other beneficiaries 
support the program whole- 
heartedly, 

This labelling scheme ‘s 
not going to appear over- 
night, but coasumers should 
learn about the sym‘! sys- 
tem in the meantime, When 
the care labels begin tu app- 
ear, consumers should make 
it clear to the retailers that 
they want garments which 
display the care labelling 
sym )!s

Mr, Ruste sald he believes 
the farm »usiness analysis 
program can be a useful 
tool in helping Alberta far- 
mers make profitable man- 
agement decisions, 

He suggested that far- 
mers discuss the matter 
with their local district 
agriculturist.

made since 1850 when the

first gasoline engines were 
put on wheels and could 
average 6 = 10 miles per 
hours. Forty years later 
vehicles could accomplish 
50 - 60 miles per hour, 
but mail coaches were still 
averaging 10, Now vehicle 
speeds of 100 miles per 
hour are common, 

Aircraft travelled at 400 
miles per hour by 1930-in- 
creased to several thousand 
miles per hour in 1960, and 
recently spacecraft have 
travelled 18,000 miles per 
hour, 

“This type of rapid change 
in all areas causes cultural 
shock’ noted Mr. Malone, 
“Our set of value is dis- 
rupted, and our young people 
have the right to be differe 
ent,’ 

It is tremendously impors 
tant that we emphasize the 
worth of the individual in 
this age, he told the young 
people. ‘‘It is a challenge 
to you to hold to the cone 
viction that always you are 
somebody - that you have 
something of value to offer, 
Believe in what you want to 
become, make a beginning 
and never mind a few fail- 
ures, You can grow to what 
you want to become and you 
can be a really worthwhile 
person,’’ said Mr. Malone 
in closing his very fine add- 
ress,

tralia also has very string- 
ent immigration laws, that 
could be copied to Canada’s 
advantage, 

The needs of all humans 
where leisure is fast become 
ing a necessary part of life 
in a cybernated society, 
must be met. This can all be 
accomplished by an entirely 
new concept of education, 
on a life long basis, to in 
troduce new skills, or re=- 
alocate individuals of all 
ages into interesting and 
challenging work or hobb= 
les. 

As I see it our Canada 
is rich in all necessary 
materials, We have the tech- 
nical knowledge and rate 
high in industrial mechani- 
zation and automated 
science, Why so much pov- 


erty in Canada today? Why 
so much unemployment? 

Again, we come to the 
truth, the grim truth We 
are not masters of our own 
Canada, We must take a good 
look at the past, learn from 
our national mistakes, as 
well as our own personal 
ones, and then invest in our 
own future. 

We Canadians by habit, 
are poor gamblers, when it 
comes to investing our 
money in local projects.

Train jobless in factories 


The Manpower Depart- 
ment has begun a program 
of training unemployed wor- 
kers inside companies 
rather than in classrooms, 
writes Clive Baxter, in The 
Financial Post, So far, he 
says, the exercise is on a 
small scale to find out how 
the scheme will work, but 
the implications forthe bus- 
iness community and the 
taxpayer are considerable. 
At times of sluggish econo-

way, 

Mayor Gibbon stated he 
was afraid council would end 
up with commercial strips 
along the roads, while nothe 
ing had been done with the 
inside core, which would 
then deteriorate, In the op= 
inion of town planner John 
Woodroffe, the only prac- 
tical alternative is multiple 
family dwellings, and pro- 
vision for a school site. 

Councillor Lukay felt the 
town was not in position to 
allow multiple family dev- 
elopment due to the problem 
and cost of arranging suite 
able dedication for school 
use, The hotel proposal 
would alleviate the finan- 
cial situation and would not, 
as he sees it, prevent future 
single or multiple family 
development, He felt also 
that the parking lot sugges- 
ted could be an effective 
buffer between the present 
residences and exiting come 
mercially zoned area, Mr, 
Upright asked Councillor 
Lukay if he would like to 
buy his property south of 
the proposed hotel, conside 
ering also the noise and 
traffic factors. 

Mr. Bill Webber stated 
his position that council had 
to keep the people involved 
informed, and that they had 
not been informed that once 
lot 2 was rezoned for a 
hotel, council had no cone 
trol over the site of the 
hotel to be built. 

Lawyer for Mr, Shapiro 
and St. Albert Hotel 1971 
Ltd, said that adequate 
parking was a chronic proe 
blem, but landscaping and 
buffer provisions had been 
agreed to, In reply to Mayor 
Gibbon he said that lot 3 
already zoned highway com- 
mercial was not economle 
cally feasible. 

Mr. Webber voiced the 
resident’s objection and ob- 
vious concern with how traf- 
fic would get into the parking 
lot, and the condition of 
drivers getting out of it. 
Traffic is already a hazard 
inthe area, he said, Another 
resident reinforced this 
view emphatically, and said 
the development would de- 
crease his property value 
by about half, 

Mr. Albert Hauptman of 
the Bruin Inn, and a Ball 
estate property owner, sald 
he objected to another hotel 
“for obvious reasons,’’ He 
felt that council ifthey okay- 
ed this large hotel develop- 
ment could not stop further 
commercial development on 
adjacent properties, and that 
the problem of getting the 
resultant traffic on and off 
highway without jamming 
would be insurmountable, 
traffic lights or no, He fur- 
ther noted that council does 
have some commitment to 
develop the downtown area 
first. ‘‘When I proposed ex-

plebiscite, This was the low- 
est from any board in the 
province, and resulted ina 
tax reduction for localresi- 
dents of about six mills, 

When the Alcan Home 
development in Sturgeon 
area was much slower than 
the board had reason to 
believe, the school enrol- 
ment was 137 students below 
the board’s estimate, re- 
sulting in a'loss of $35,000 
in provincial grants on a

pansion of the Bruin Inn, 
planner Woodroffe said it 
should be the intent of plane 
ning to entice people into 
the central area of town. 
We have three centres of 


commercial and highway 
commercial and now anoth- 
er one coming up,’’ He 


stated that he has 12 rooms 
and is only renting two or 
three a week, and that “84 
rooms are not going to be 
handled,’’ He closed his re- 
marks with the observation 
that he has a target date of 
April 1st to proceed with 
his expansion program, 
which will provide residents 
with all the facilities, ine 
cluding banquet, and that 
council is obligated to first 
develop the downtown, 

Councillor Lukay com- 
mented that council is com= 
mitted to develop the down 
town and any other area for 
an enlarged tax base, 

Mr. Woodroffe stated that 
if council decided in favor 
of the new hotel, he would 
like to have direction from 
council as to the status of 
the remainder of Ball Es= 
tate, ‘With your decision 
rides this,’’ 

Planner Woodroffe also 
emphasized his position that 
the residents of this comm- 
unity would be best served 
by several small hotels of a 
pub-like character, which 
would fit into the life of the 
town and needs of the people 
much better than a large 
hotel, 

Councillor White sald as 
he recalled at the last hear= 
ing the property owners took 
the position that they would 
not necessarily object if the 
entire area was rezoned to 
commercial, Mr, Webber 
replied that at present 
property in the downtown 
area was so high that nobody 
will buy it, and this would 
happen also if all of Ball 
avenue went commercial, 
Councillor de Bruijn agreed 
that land would increase so 
as to stall development une 
der such a zoning, 

Mr. Woodroffe pointed out 
that he had so far nothing to 
show the proposed plan for 
lot 9, He emphasized that 
planning {s permanent, and 
people will live with mis- 
takes for 100 years, Mayor 
Gibbon felt the entire area 
will have to be planned, and 
he cannot see it developing 
on a sound basis once this 
development is permitted, 
He repeated his position that 
by continuing with this type 
of plece-meal zoning, the 
area would develvup instrips 
along Edmonton Road and 
Ball avenue, Councillor 
Russell was opposed to the 
rezoning and fearful oftraf- 
fic condition, which the hotel 
would make much worse, 

Motion to give second 
reading to the bylaw carried 
5 = 2, with Mayor Cibbon and 
Councillor Russell opposed, 


per-pupil basis, 

This deficit plus normal 
salary increases and addi- 
tional classroom expense 
for about 100 more students 
this year, could boost the 
total budget to nearly two 
million dollars, with a local 
requisition in the neighbor- 
hood of $90,000, Total bud- 
get in 1970 was $1,815,181, 

“However,’’ Chairman 
Schroder points out, there 
are two factors which could 
provide considerable relief, 
mill rate wise, An increase 
ed assessment figure and an 
upsurge of student popue 
lation over the board’s pree 
sent estimate,’ 

In the meantime the board 
is looking at all possible 
ways to pare the budget. 
There are some areas where 
ratio of students to teacher 
may be increased, but the 
board must consider the eff- 
ects on the students of over= 
loaded classes, Teacher and 
non-instructional staff sale 
aries account for about 
67 per cent of the budget. 

Under the semester syse 
tem, some light load classes 
are inevitable in high 
schools of this size, As the 
high school population grows 
this problem will resolve 
itself. In addition some 
classrooms are too small 
to accommodate larger 
numbers of students, 

“The board is acutely 
conscious of the need for 
maximum budget control and 
stringent cost-cutting mea- 
sures,’’ says Chairman 
Schroder,
